Of  the  number  discharged  from  the  Boys’  Secondary  School, 
ighteen  were  promoted  to  the  Boys’  Grammar  School. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Jones,  who,  for  nearly  four  years,  had 
•harge  of  the  Secondary  School,  to  the  regret  of  the  Board, 
■esigned  her  situation,  and  retired  on  the  1st  day  of  October

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last.  She  was  a valuable  and  efficient  teacher.  Miss  Elizabet 
C.  Rogers  was  chosen  her  successor,  and  entered  on  the  dutie 
of  her  office  on  the  1st  day  of  October  last.  From  her  intell 
gence  and  assiduity,  she  bids  fair  to  realize  the  expectations  c 
the  Board  that  she  will  prove  to  be  an  excellent  instructor. 

In  the  Sewing  Department  the  girls  are  taught  needlework  i 
various  branches,  and  many  of  them  excel  in  this  useful  depar’ 
ment  of  female  education. 

"W  ith  a view  of  increasing  the  income  of  the  Society,  the  Boar 
deemed  it  expedient  to  change  the  locality  of  the  schools,  an 
occupy  the  Beck  School  House,  in  Catharine  street,  so  gen( 
rously  given  to  the  Society  by  the  late  Paul  Beck,  Esquire,  an 
adopted,  on  the  30th  day  of  April  last,  a resolution  for  that  pui 
pose,  and  notified  the  Controllers  of  the  Public  Schools  that  pos 
session  of  the  property  demised  to  them  would  be  required  o: 
the  first  of  October  last.  At  that  time  the  Controllers  were  nc 
prepared  to  give  up  the  possession,  but  they  have,  it  is  understooc 
made  such  arrangements  as  will  enable  them  to  do  so  in  the  pre 
sent  or  early  in  the  ensuing  month,  and  soon  after  that,  th 
schools  will  be  removed  to  the  Beck  School  House. 

This  building  is  eligibly  situated,  and  of  larger  dimension 
than  that  on  Walnut  street.  The  lot  is  sixty-six  feet  front,  an' 
extends  northAvardly  from  Catharine  street  one  hundred  ani 


ninety  feet. 

The  residence  of  the  larger  portion  of  the  pupils  is  south  o 
Walnut  street. 

Still  further  to  enlarge  the  resources  of  the  Society,  the  Boan 
have  added  a story  to  the  offices  on  Walnut  street,  extendin; 
entiiely  across  the  front  of  the  lot,  and  by  this  improvemen 
have  obtained  three  double  and  very  convenient  offices,  at  a cos 
of  Sl,9o8  94.  But  with  a view  of  converting  the  school  hous 
into  offices,  a further  expense  of  $561  22  was  incurred  for  th 
constiuction  of  a culvert,  &e.  The  new  offices  are  rented  t 
respectable  tenants,  at  an  aggregate  yearly  rent  of  $775. 

Ro  change  has  taken  place  in  the  Carroll  street  or  Fifth  stree 


property. 


The  ejectment  against  the  Society  for  a portion  of  the  Kensing- 
n property  is  still  pending.  It  is  hoped  it  will  be  determined 
iring  the  present  winter.  Until  it  shall  be  decided,  this  pro- 
3rty  will  not  be  available  to  the  Society. 

The  Treasurer’s  account,  which  accompanies  this  Report,  will 
xhibit  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Society. 

In  closing  their  Report,  the  Managers  may  be  permitted  to 
xpress  their  deep  sense  of  gratitude  for  all  the  mercies  extended 
D them  and  their  youthful  charges,  during  the  past  yeai’,  by  the 
11  bountiful  Creator,  and  their  humble  hope  that  that  Gracious 
ieing  will  continue  to  prosper  these  schools  and  those  entrusted 
vith  their  management.

REPORT  OF  THE  TEACHER  OP  THE  GIRLS’  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 

’ the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Philadelphia  Society 

for  the  Establishment  and  Support  of  Charity  Schools, 

Gentlemen  : — As  a full  statement  of  facts  relative  to  our 
hool  is  given  in  the  Managers’  Report,  it  will  be  only  multiply- 
ig  words  unnecessarily  to  more  than  give  the  number  of  pupils 
.'gistered,  which  is  0,481. 

Pupils  admitted  the  past  year,  125 ; pupils  left  the  past  year, 
23,  three  of  which  were  admitted  to  the  Normal  School. 

It  might  be  supposed,  from  the  above  statement,  that  our 
chool  has  undergone  an  entire  change  during  the  year.  Such 
snot  the  case.  Many  who  left  in  consequence  of  warm  weather, 
-r  other  unavoidable  reasons,  have  been  since  re-adraitted. 

We  feel  fully  justified  in  saying  that  our  school  was  never  in 
i.  more  prosperous  condition,  and  that  we  never  realized  more 
iatisfaction  in  imparting  instruction  than  at  the  present  time. 

The  standing  of  the  pupils  depends  upon  written  examinations 
which  take  place  about  four  times  in  a year. 
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The  Sewing  Department  continues  to  be  a very  attractive  ,8 
well  as  important  feature  in  our  school,  in  which  a large  nun  t 
of  useful  garments  are  cut  and  made  by  the  pupils  yearly,  s 
well  as  many  articles  of  fancy  work  completed.
